I briefed Mr. Preston on Chinese mounded strong points and border 
defense systems; and recent developments in Soviet ICBM and ABM programs. 

2, I met with Mr. Frank Slatinshek, Assistant Chief 
Counsel, House Armed Services Committee, who told me that he expects to 
meet with Representative Nedzi (D. , Mich. ) tomorrow or possibly Friday 

to discuss the new Subcommittee on Intelligence with him. At that time they 
will be taking up the question of a visit to the Agency. Mr. Slatinshek will 
call after he talks to Representative Nedzi.

Woodruff said he made it clear, however, that 
if these briefings consisted only of confidential material which could be found 
in newspapers, they would be discontinued.
